Genius of a late Penman, the Author 

and V1nd:cater of 2 Treatiſe whichhe 
entictules The Reaſonableneſs of Chrifttanity, 1 
had amind to ſee what was his Humour mn 
fome other of his Productions, and accord- 
ingly I look'd into his Papers of Education, 
and there I toon diſcover'd that 'it was his 
ferfled Nature and Temper co Traduce all 
ranks of Perſons, and that he had:taughe his 
Tongue to Revel, and that he caa'r writechree 
Pages withour thrice as many Calumnies and 
Falthoods, and fol leſs wondered at bis Rede- 
weſs ro Me. There I found that he libels che 
moſt Learned and Celebrated Soczeties of Men 
-in this Nation, char be ftrives to blaft che re- 
uration of che moſt Zſefu! Perſons, and to ri- 
.Goule their Publick Employments and Statrows, 
that with an ungovernable pride anddiſdain 
he Wiſcards lJome Arts -—— and laughs

at the Profeſſors of them: And in brief, I found 
that he imperionfly flies ar atl, and like fome 
Barbarous Invader makes havock wherefoever 
he comes, and ſparesno Sex, Place, or Qua- 
licy of Perſons. Of which I will now give 
the Reader ſome particular Inſtances, and un- 
deniable proofs. 
For 1 conceive it will not be expected that 
I ſhould firſt endeavour to make it clear, thar 
the Author of the Reaſonableneſs of Ghriſttant- 
ty is the ſame perſon that writ concerning 
wcation, for all his Friends and Admirers, 
(who would not wrong him, we muſt think) 
make him the Father of both : And he owns 
it 61w:ſelf, for when I ſaluted him by the ame 
_ .of Mr. Lock in a late Treatiſe [ The Soc:znian 
Greed, Chap. 6.] he readily an(wer'd to it. 
In his Soctnian Greed, p 120. he begins with 
M E, ſaith he, Vindicart. p. 358. and afcer- 
wards in the ſame Page and the four following 
ones, he particularly applies to himſelf what 
. I faid of him by ame in that Chapter; and 
he concludes p. 402. This 15 all that is new, 
which 1 think My ſelf concern'd in, in his Soce- 
mien Greed. This All is what I had ſaid con- 
cerning his One Article, and concerning his 
bauiking of the Epifles, and concerning his 
crying down of Sy/exzs with a delign to eſta- 
bliſh one of his own. All along I charg'd Mr. 
Lk wich thele chings, to which the Author 
of the Reaſonableneſs of Chriſtianity ſubmiſſive- 
ly replies, I :6::k MY SELF concern'd in al 
the, which 1s as much as to ſay, I am Mr. 
Lock whom you mentioned fo often in that 
Chapter.

Firſt, co give the Reader a right Idea of this 
Gentleman, I will take notice of his way of 
creating the Univerſities whether at home' or 
abroad, for we muſt know that he is a Catho- 
lick Hater of them all; as appears from his 
ſcornful ceniuring and diſparaging the Learn: 
ing now in faſhion tnthe-Schools of Een, ge

There is ſome unlawful Ma- 
gick in this Gercle of the Arts, and he would 
not have any. one come within the Compaſs 
of it. In ſhort, from what this Tutorer of Tu- 
tors hath let fly already againſt our preſent Aca- 
demies, we may perceive him enclined to in- 
veigh as hearcily againſt chem as Gulpeper ever 
did againſt the Gollege of Phyſitcans..

That che crue Worth of this Gentleman,

This 
would well enough become a Town-W it and 
have paſs'd in a Play, bur it ſounds odly and 
prodigiouſly from a Grave Turtour, from a 
Stanch Meraphyſitian, from a Formal Breed. 
er up of Youth, and from one who Jays down 
Rules of Givility, Good Manners, and Breeding, 
p. 256, 257, 258, &c, and in feveral other 
places inculcates this that a Teacher and Go- 
vernor of Children ( of which rank he thinks 
himſelf the Chief ) muſt be a well bred war, 
nay he muſt nit fail to be a well bred man, be 
maſt be exa#ly well bred. 

Sure)ly ſome Perſons of Honour of either 
Sex/wil ſer a Mark on that foreſaid paſlage 
in-his book, and obſerve rhe Lightneſs and 
Scurrility of his expreſſions, and inthe Margin 
note this, that this Writer hath no regard to 
his own Rules, that he teaches men to trample 
upon his own Dictates, and that he gives the 
world to underſtand that his Foppiſh Gravity 
is to be hifs'd at. If there were ſome real 
ground for what he faith, yer a Writer of a 
book on purpoſe (as he pretends ) co chaſtiſe 
the Indiſcretron and 11 Breedihg of others, 
would not have uſed terms of rhat nature. Or, 
if a diſcreet man had cenſured the practice it 
ſelf, yet he would have been careful ro do it 
without thoſe unmannerly and indecent Re- 
fletions on a great part of the preſent Nob:l:ty 
of our Kingdom, with others of the Geztry. 
Or, if he had made bold with wy Young Maſter

Then, that his 
Sentiments might prevail, he preſcribes a new 
way of Bringing up of Youth, and ſeaſoning

And laſt- 
ly, to comvleat his deſign, he ſtrikes in with 
che Deiſts and Soctnmians, and laughs at the 
Myfertes of the Chriſtian Religion, and there- 
by encourages men to caſt off all ReveaP'd Re- 
ligion, the greateſt part of which conſiſts of 
Profound and Inexplicable Myferzes, and ſuch 
as Humane Reaſon neither found our, nor can 
comprehend when reveal'd. Theſe are the 
Ways and Methods he hath applyed himſelf 
to, in order to the undermining of the Ortho- 
dox Faith.

To this Eminent Skill of his 
in Gritic1ſm and Grammar we may refer Crn- 
cinnetws, 2 new Name for a D:#ator of Rome, 
Pp. 356, of his Education. 

He plays upon the Sacred Names Jeſu and 
Meſſias g's 7. and would perſwade the Rea- 
der to believe that he ought no more attend 
to the meaning of the word Jeſws and the 
word Meſias when the Propoſition, 7eſws 15 
the Mejias, is tender'd to him to believe, than 
co the Yignificatien of the Name Saul or Ar- 
har, or any other Name whatſoever. But 
what , the reaſon then, I ask the YV7ndicator 
why theſe Names Jeſus and Chrift ( which 
Jatrer is the Greek for Meſſas ) are fo particu: 
larly and diſtinly explained, and defcanted 
upon by thols Learned and Pious Writers who 
hgve commented upon the Apofile's Creed ? We 
ice they ſpend a conſiderable time in giving 
the trae aud full lmport of theſe Denominati- 
 Oh$. There is mentioned a Man in the fame 
Creed, under whom our Saviour ſuffered, 


but 
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but we do not find that his double Name is 
ſearched into and {ifted by Expofitors as thoſe 
Bleſſed Names Jeſus and Meſſizs are. And 
the reaſon 1s plain, becauſe Chriſtian men are 
concerned ro know the true meaning and 
Senſe of theſe Titles, or elſe they can't know 
who it was that was bor, ſuffered, and ated 
for them. In the very Names themſelves 
there is included the Nature of this Divine 
and Extraordinary Perſon, and therefore it 
was fit that they ſhould not be ignorant of 
this. Burt ic is not ſo with other Names, 
they need not any ſuch Explaining and Open- 
ing: as for example Pontius Pilgte and John 
Lock are well known ro be ſuch Perſons, 
chough the ExtraCtion of the Names be not 
explained, I hope our Captious and Ludi- 
crous Vinatcator will confider this, and not 
ridiculouſly and impioufly undervalue and de- 
baſe the Names of the So of God, and com- 
pare them witch thoſe of King Saul and Prence 
Arthur, and tell us ( as he doth afterwards 
p. 108. ) that this Propoſition Jeſus rs the Meſ- 
/ias needs no more Explication than this, Gy- 
rus was King of Perſia. And as to what he 
ſabjoyns p. 109, 110, that I own the Eafinels 
of the foreſaid Propoſition, the Masker's Un- 
derſtanding is clouded, or elſe he would not 
have quoted theſe Words in p. 74. of my Su 
cintantſm unmask'd to the purpoſe he doth, 
for any one may ſee that I intended them to 
be bur a General Deſcription or Character of 
the Mefias 3 and the Occaſion of that Lax 
CharaQer of him s diſcernible in that place 
to any one but our Muffled Vinazcator. 
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He would ſhew himſelf a Gr:tzck p. 112. 


ec. in deſcanting upon the word Integral and 
Eſential, which 1 made ule of in a general 
meaning for whatever appertain'd to the E/- 


ſence and integrity of a Chriſtian : which 


ſhews that our Tucour was Over-nice, that 


his Exceptions are mean and low, and that he 


is but Practitioner in W ater-gruel, 

P. 117. he tells the Reader that all that 
part of my Diſcourſe in Socententſm Hnmask'd 
which reaches from p. 23 ro 35. ts nothing but 
Pulpit-Oratory. Ifthe Reader will be pleaſed 
ro conſult chat part of the Chapter, he may 
ſatisfy himſelf that there is Ignorance as well 
2s Malice in this Imputation : for I there 
ſhev- chat he treads in the ſteps of thoſe of the 
Racovian way who caſt oft ſeveral Articles of 
Chriſtian Faith becauſe they are in part Dark 


and Myſterious: I ſhew that this was the 


practiſe of Gre/t4s, and 1s follow'd by the 
Engliſh Soctnians at this da” : I particularly 
aſſert the DoGtrine of the Holy Trinity, and 
ſhew in what ſenſe it may be ſaid not ro be 
D:fficult : 1 prove that it contains in it zo 
Contraditon: and as to the One Article (o 
talk'd of by him, I make it evident rhat it 
1s not more [atelligible than any of the Ar- 
ticles which I propounded as Fundamencal. 
Theſe are the Contents of that Part of my 
Treatiſe, and I appeal to the Reader whether 
this be the Yulpit-Oratory. That the Creature 
ſhould give ir this Name, is the higheſt piece 
of Nonſenſe, and the plaineſt proot of Stupi- 
dity rhat he could have divulg'd to the world : 
utels : you will fay, it was only to have 2 
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fling at the Pulpit ( which he often mentions 
with Contempt and Reproach ) and then it is 
Prophane Spite.

Or, if I did not fo, 
and mentioned not fome of them, that this was 
any Argument of my deſpiling thoſe Writings?

nar bis quotations ont of the faur Evangeliſts,p.1 5 2. 
whereas any one that purſizes what I have writt 
may fee thar I only objected againſt his Quo- 
tations as not being a Complear Collection, 
2nd becauſe in feveral places he diſtorted the 
Evangeliſts words. Yet according to his 
never-failing arc of Falſifying he repreſents 
me as one that vilifes the Four Evangeliſts. 
Such another daring Falihood is that, chat I 
think the Goſpel, the Good News of Sotwation, 
tedtous from the mouth of our Saviour and bs 
Apefles, p. 126, For which apparent forgery

But if is worth our remarking that ie harh 
pleaſed God to leave this Man to his own in- 
fatuations, and to (utfer him to produce and 
zofict upon a porcin of Scripture which is an 
abtolure Confuration of what he brings it for. 
p. 125. He quotes a great part of the fifth 
chapter to the Hebrews to prove that the Ne- 
ceſlary Articles and Principles of Faith are 
not to be gather'd out of the Ep:les, par- 
ticularly he makes ule of thoſe words, Wor 
hawe need that on teach youu again whech be the 
firſt Principles of the Oracles of God. v.12. And 
che Apoſtle incchap, 6. v. 1. particularly fers 
down theſe Princeples of the doftroxe of Ghrip, 
( as he allo files them, ) Who but this Ob- 
ſtinate and Senſeleſs Vinartcator would hence 
infer ( as he ſtrenuouſly doth ) chat the A- 
poltolical Epr/ilrs, and this eſpecially, were 
not Written to teach men the Fundamental 
Principles, of Chriſtianicy ?

You have a taſt of his Logical Faculty, and 
I doubrnot but you likewiſe have been draw- 
ing a Goxcluſ7on from the Premiſes, viz. that 
ſuch Wild Realonings argue a flaw in his 
Skall that uſes them. Is this the Thoughtful 
man ? A Creature that goes on all four, if ir 
could ſpeak, would calk mach better Senſe. 
Here is ſuch a Heap of Contradictions, and 
ſuch Impiety in citing the Holy Text to patro- 
nize them, that I queſtion not but'the Judici- 
ous Reader will hence ' form ſuch thoughts 
of this Geatleman as his great merits require, 

Bur ſurely in his next quotations out of -an 
Epiftle Crhough it be a pare of Scripture 
which he ſo much dreads ) he will take cate 
to ſpeak tolerable ſenſe, and not-to abuſe the 
Sacred Writ in this palpable manner. Let us 
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ſee then it iS with him in his Citation 
out of the'firſt Epiſtle to the Gorrathians. Tn 
order to prove his former wild Conceit, that 
the Eprfles of the Apoſtles are not to be con- 
ſulred for Fundamentals of Chriſtianity, he 
alledges chap.

Becauſe they were nor 
able tro bear'any heavy Superſtructure,- he 
made it his chief buſineſs to lay the Foundati- 
on; and this Foundation is Jeſus Ghrift, v.10,11,

to the Truth and Certainty of them, though 
ſome of them nor Plain as ro the manner of

Reaſonableneſs 
of Ghriffzarity hath ſpread abroad, is con- 
trived on purpoſe to. bring mep off from the 
Received Articles of Chriſtianity, and to pre- 
pare them to be Scepticks and Inhdels. I hope 
to give the Reader fatisfaftion about this and 
ig 2 few. words\ to convince the Intelligent 
and Serious Confiderer that it 1s the defign'of

nough, that One of the Ewangelzfts Writings 
contains a] the reſt ( for which he quotes 
Mr. Girbingworth) and: therefore if all the

Z about it; as for the Epsfles of: the Apoſtles, 
* we need not trouble our heads wirh looking

* And then, this Author under the pretence 
- of declaring againſt Syfewrs of Derv:nity ( which 
1s his Common Subje&) ſtrikes at all the Re-

- ſtian Church; and repreſents them: as indiffe- 
rent and. precarious. Every where he (hews 
his abhorence of the very word Sy/fem. ( as 
if it wereas uneaſy ro him as Satrsfying') fo 
that it 1s a ſingular and extraordinary favour 
he would quote ( as he doth, and that with 
Reſpe&t ) Dr. Gzaworths hook that bears the 
| Name of Sy/fem. Now, I am only to take 
notice of the Ground of his inveighing againſt 
Syſtems, which is his defign of bringing an 
odtum on the Settl'd Truths of Chriſtianity, 
, and to make way for his own Giddy No- 
- tions, Accordingly he pronounces concern- 
X - Ing thoſe Stable Fundamentals of Chriſtianity 
that they were framed aud faſhioned according to 
the humors, intereſts, or deſrens of the Heaas of 
' Partus, as if they were things depending on 
' . ens pleaſure, and tobe ſuited to therr convent- 
ence.  Thele are his words p. 215, 216. and 
ſpeak his heart 3 and the Turks Spye doth not 
expreſs his mind wore fally, Thus he di- 
{poſes his Readers ro be of no- Church, 
of no ' Religion, Or at leaſh he would 
perſwade them'that one way of Religion is'as 
good. as an- other : which'is' the prevailing 
doarige. of theſe days. . 'Fherefore Mr. Bold 


(one 
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one whom I ſhall afterwards account with ) 
= much miſtaken when he ſaid, be never 
hardly appear'd on 4 faſnionable ns Rep.p.3. 
for this Opinion, and that Ore relrgron i as 
good as another, is the Moarſh doctrine every 
where. This Country Gentleman is in the 
Faſhion, and doth not know ir. ( And thence 
you may judge of che Truth of what Mr. Lock 
ſaich of him, -that' be takes not-up his Opinions 
from Faſhion. Pref, to his Vinatcat. ) 

Now this is a fair ſtep towards Rome, for if 
one Religion be equivalent to another, and our 
Salvation is not concerned in the belief of the 
Neceſflary Articles of our Faith, then we are 
at liberty tro embrace what Form and Mo- 
del of Articles we pleaſe, and thoſe of the 
Church of Rowe will perhaps be thought as 
good as any. There is a ſtrange paſlage 1n this 
Writer, p.217,218. which ſpeaks his favour- 
able opinion of the Poztrficzan way, 1 have 
often wonared, faith he, to hear men of ſeveral 
Ghurches ſo heartily exclaim againſt the Implicit 
Faith of the Ghurch of Rome, when the ſame Im- 
plicit Faith ts as much prattis'd and required 11 
their own, though not ſo openly profeſs'd, and in 


geniouſly own'd there. Firſt, he lets us know - 


that from that Converſe which he hath had 
with perſons of ſeveral Ghurches, whether of 
the Communion of the Church of Exeland, 
or thoſe of the Diſſenters, he finds that they 
are againſt the Church of Rowze. Secondly, 
that chough they are againſt the doArine of Ix:- 
plcit Faith in the Church of Rome, yer they 
like it well enough in cheir own. Thirdly, 


they not only like it, but prefiſe it, yea the

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vety ſame Implicit Faith. Fourthly, they not 
only prattiſe. but requere it, they command 
2nd enjoyn thoſe of their Communion to be- 
lieve all chey ſay with an Implicic Faith. But 
fifchly, they do not this wich ſo good a grace 
as thoſe of the Reman Church do. For thoſe 
latrer are very open and ingenuow in their pro- 
feſſion and practiſe of implicic Faich, but the 
former are not ſo. Proteftants have not thar 
Cardor and Fairneſs which are to be ſeen in 
Papiſts ; they neither fo openly profeſs, nor fo 
mngenuouſly own this dodrine, bur yer as ſtrictly 
praiſe it, and require the praftiſe of it as they 
do. I leave it with the Reader todetermine 
from the Premiſes which of theſe rwo, thoſe 
of the Roman or of the Reform'd Churches, 
have the happineſs to be moſt in favour with 

this Gentleman. 
In the known ſtile of the Rowan Prieſts and 
Writers he declares that the Scripture ſerves 
but like a Noſe of Wax, p 213. Andasthe 
Heads of the Church of Rome deny the Bibl: 
to the Common people, ſo he is advancing 
towards this apace, for he lops off three of the 
Ewaneelifts, ( for one he ſaith will ſuffice ) 
and all the Epiſtles. And further to ſhew his 
good will to the Roman Catholicks, and to their 
Beloved Notion of Tranſutftantiation he tells 
us p. 408, 409. that if 4 man underſtands theſe 
words of our Saviour's Inflitution | This 1s my 
body ] and [ This ts my blood ] in a Literal ſenſe, 
he muſt beliewve the Bread and Wine tn: the Lords 
Supper are changed really into his Boay and 
Blood; though he knows not how. And after- 
wards he faith,, He - obleged to belrwe tt to be 
| rue 
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true, and to aſſent to it. And preſently alter- 
wards, To deny aſſent to this as true, would be 
to deny our Sa7/10ur's, Veratity, and i onſequently 
his being the Meſſiah ſent from Goa. Here he 
lets us know that his Oze Article 1s quite re- 
nounced if Tranſubtantiation be not admit- 
ted. You ſee what his making of [_ Zeſu 25 
the Meſias ] to be the Sole Article of Chrifti- 
an Faith, comes to. Bur this doctrine of 
Tranſubſtantiation is fo grateful ro him that he 
brings it over .again, p. 413, 414- aſſuring us 
that the Old Gentleman at Rome, who hath an 
Antient Title to Iufallibility, may make Tran- 
ſubſtantiation a Fundamental Article neceſſarily 
to be beliew'd, as well as I make the Drvinty 
of Chriſt and his Satisfa#ton, &c. ( for theſe 
he means by the Senſe of any Diſputed Texts 
of Scripture, becauſe the Texts concerning 
theſe Points are diſputabie with him) Fan- 
aamental Articles neceſſarily to be beliety'd. Tt 
1s brought to this iſſue it ſeems, that Trax- 
ſubſtantiation is as Fundamental an Article of 
the Chriſtian Faich as anv that can be nam'd 
belides 7eſws's. betng the Meſſias, Thus by the 
Over-ruling Providence. of Heaven this ſort 
of Writers diſcover the inward. bent of their 
thoughts and inclinations, though they labour 
to hide them from the world. This Gentle- 
man would be thought to have no kindne% 
for Rome, and yer his own words confu. - 
him. As I obſerv'd before that he ſtoutly 
Rails whileſt he is remonſtratiog againſt that 
practice, ſo here he ſtifly patrovizes Popery, 
even when he had pretended to ſhew himſelf 
Ciſpleas'd at my charging bim with ir, Is 
nd

And I could produce ſeveral other paſſages 
out 'of his Writings which makes it appear 
that our Prefter John js inclined to rettive- the 
Riman Mrſſionaries 3 1 could make it evident 
chit he is Indifferetr as to the Reform'd Re- 
ligion, and the Dactrines profeſied by the 
Owners of ir, ahd that he inſpires mens minds 
with a diſ.eſteem of thoſe Articles which rhe 
Chriſtian Churches {ince the Reformation 
have unanimouſly aſſerted and vindicated, and 
that he repreſents them as Ridiculous. You 
muſt nor, ſaith he, give ear to what the 
Preachers and Pulpit Orators of theſe Churches 
tell you about more Articles than One as ne- 
ceſlary to be known and believed, in order ro 
making you Chriſtians. If you aſlent to this 
Single Propoſition, Jeſus is the Meſias, I de- 
clare to .you that you are, as to matter of 
Faith, as Good Chriſtians as St. Peter and St. 
Paul were, When your Pariſh-Prieſts en- 
deavour in their Popular Harantues to pete 
ſwade you thar this is not the ſum Total of 
che Chriſtian Faich, but that there are other 
Neceflary and Fundamental DoCtrines which 
are of the Eſſence of Chriſtianity, you mutt 
round]y tell them from me, that the Gatalogue 
of Futdamehtals every one alone can make for hin:« 
ſelf : $0 boaly cat ralea or preſcribe it to an other, 
bat this is attording as God hath dealt tg every 
one the mebſtire of light and faith, and hath 
opt#'d eath mans nnderftauding, that he may 
Hterſtant! the Sctiptare. Thele art the ex- 
peek words of out Vindicator, þ. 85. and 
rom them ir undeniably folldws, that though 
no body muſt be a TIER yet every 

2 one 
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one may be a Fundamental maker, Mr. Hobts 
was pleaſed to give this power to the King 
only, but this Gentleman 1s more liberal, and 
grants it to every Subjet : He may make 
what Catalogue of Fundamentals he pleaſes, and 
put this into it, among the reſt, that the Pope 
is Infallible, and that the Religion of the 
Church of Rome is to be prefer'd to that of 
the Reformed.

»1an? Is not this Man of Ore Article diſpo- 
ſed to entertain the Twelve New Articles of 
Faith of the Gouncil of Trent ? 

It is impoſſible to conceive how Great Mil- 
chief that perſon may do whole Head is ſtuff'd 
with ſuch Notions as theſe, eſpecially if we 
conſider he is always creeping 1nto Houſes, and 
infinuating into Families, and wheadling the 
Maſters and Miſtreſs and map ey br early 
thoughts of young Ones with ſuch Principles. 
Such a one the Commonwealth is concern'd 
to have an eye upon, for the fafety of the 
Publick. And though all this while 1 don't 
ſuppoſe him to be ſet on work upon any con- 
ideration of his extraordinary Skill or Abili- 
ty, aSif I cook him either for a Conjurer or 
a Jeſuite, yet he may be made uſe of as a 
very fit Tool, as a Convenient Machin, and 
( as I ſaid before ) he may ſerve to be an Ln- 
der-hand Factor. And if the Creature had 
not been ſome ſuch thing, it is impoſſible he

Teo to be Articles of the Foundation, 7. ec. 
ſuch as are neceſlarily required to be believ'd, 
for the conſtitnting a man a Chriſtian. That 
he deni's this is plain, becauſe he tells us that 
St. Peter- propounded not theſe Articles as 
Fundamental, and becauſe according to him 
there is but one Fundamental Article, If 
there be bur One, then cheſe are no Fundamen- 
tal Propoſitions, unlefs you will ſay that three 
added to cne make but one. Which TI think 
he will ſcarcely aflent to, unleſs his 47:thme- 
ich be rroportionable to his Chriſtrantty, Be- 
i:des, itt an other place, p 233. he is Poſitive 
as to this marter, for his words are theſe, [The 
Death and ReſurreFion of Chriſt are recorded 
by the Spirit of God in Holy Writ, but are no 
wore neceſſary to be beltewved to make 4 man a 
Chriftian than any other part of Divine Reve- 
latzon) thatis, than any Inferiour Truth men- 
tron'd in the New Teſtament, as that Chriſt 
rid upon an Afs, This he declares to be as 
requiſite to make 4 man a Chriſtian as that 

_ Chriſt died and roſe again. 
Bur ſtay, we mnſt not think the day is our 
own, the Adverfary begins to rally, and puthes 
F 4 upon 
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upon vs with his ſtrong Reſerves, as thus, p. 
268: Thoſe Articles of the Grucifixton, Death. 
and Reſurrettion of Chrift were not propos d bere 
45 the Fundamental Articles which St. Peter 
principally atm'd at, and endeavour d to convince 
them of. And afterwards, They are not the 
Principal thing atm'd at, p. 269, but only 
brought in by the bye. A Wager on it thar 
he is good at Puſh-pzm. None bur ſuch a Tri- 
Aer as the Vindicator could have been fo 
ſhameleſs as to offer this to a Reader of any 
ſenſe and conſideration : for it is evicent 1g 
this Sermen that our Saviour's Crucifixion, and 
Death and Riſmg again are equally urged with 
his being Lord and Chrift: And the Apoſtle 
mentions his Reſurre#:0n again, wv. 32. Thi 
Jeſus hath God raiſed up, and therefore exhorts 
his Country-men and Brethren to imbrace 
this Jeſus, to believe that he ſuffer'd, and laid 
down his life, and took it up again for the 
Good of the World. But our New Model- 
ler of Chriſtianity tells us that theſe are Ar- 
ticles occaſionally brought in here by St. Peter, 
and only 4s Arguments to perſwade the Jews, 
but were far from being Fundamenral and 
Neceſſary Points of Chriſtian Faith, ſuch as 
they muſt neecs believe, And how doth he 
prove that theie were brought in as Argu- 
ents? Ay, that is worth our taking notice 
of. Thet our Sawiour's Grucifixton, Death and 
ReſurreFton were us'd here as Arguments to per- 
'waae them into a belief of this Fundamental Ar- 
1cle, that Jeſus was the Meſſias, ts evident, 
{21th he, from hence, that they preach'd here to 
"4,5 wh0-k1:w the death and crucifixion of Jeſus, 
as 
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as well as Peter, and therefore they could not be 
propos'd to them as New Articles of Faith to be 
behew'd, p. 269. : 

The anſwer is obvious, that though thoſe 
Auditors knew as well as their Speaker that 
Chriſt ſufter'd on the croſs, and there expir'd 
and roſe again, yet they were ignorant of 
the Deſign and End of all this, :z. that he 
ſuffer'd, and died and roſe from the dead for 
the Benefit and Advantage of Mankind.

believe that in the Eternal Godhead thereare 
Fhree Perions, Facher, Son, and Holy Ghoſt ; 
this is propotnded as requiſice in order to their 
being admitted and conſticuted” Diſciples of 
Jeſus. It the Vindicator had not been conſci- 
ous to himſelf that chis is the True Senſe and 
Import of the Text, it is certain he would 
nave produc'd it among the other places: bur

( which is diſmal ro confider ) he ſtifles the 
inward (ſentiment of his Conſcience, to ſecure

(ideration of which ſtrange behaviour, will I 
doubt nor, obrain me an Excuſe among Im- 
partial and Intelligent Readers for my manner 
of handling this Adverſary, whole obſtinare 
Hypocrily and diffimulation call for no other 
than the ſevereſt Chaſtifſements and Correp- 
tions: though I confeis it is with no mean

To 
believe the Reſurretl1on of Ghriſt, faith he, « 
1n effe the ſame as to believe him to be the Me- 
ſſias, and fo 15 put to expreſs it, And againp. 
305. Believing Chriſts ReſurreRtion 1 pat for 
believing him to be the Meſſias: fo that theſe 
which ſeem to be Two Articles are but one 
and the ſame. And if they be ſo, then why 
throughout all his Colle&tion of places out of 
the Evangelifts and 4s did he not mention 
all taoſe Texts ( which are very many ) char 
ſpeak of our Saviour's Reſurre#ion, and wh

This is ſuch an other piece of Invention as 
that in his Firft Vinatcation p, 6. that he de- 
ſrgned hu Treatiſe of the Reaſonableneſs of Ghri- 
ſtranity chiefly for Infirm Chriſtians, ſuch as aisbes- 
liewd or doubted of the Truth of Ghriſtranty : 
and again in his Second Vinatrcatioa p, 152, he 
ſaith, he chrefly deſren'd his book for Deiſts. 
(though by the way we may take notice of his 
Contradicting himſelf, for De:fts are no Chr:- 
tans, and if he deftgn'd his book ch:efly for 
one, he cou'd not deſign it chefly for the 0- 
ther. ) And yet if you conſult his whole 
Treatiſe of the Reaſonableneſs of Chriſtranty, 
you ſhall not find one ſyllable that intimates any 
\uch Defign, though there, it any where, he 
was obliged ro ciſcover and declare it, that 
the Reader might nor miſtake the Intention 
of his book. This proves that what he hath 
ſince added in both his /zzazcatiozs is mere 
Fiction and Sham, and he was forced to fly 
ro this Alyluam when I hid laid open the 
miſchief of his Papers. This may convince 
us that he will firſt aflerr and print any thing, 
and then afterwards he will ({ in his Snivel- 
ins way ) come and Retract it, or gloſs it 0- 
ver with ſome pitiful Evaſton. But where 1s 
the Probity, where is the Integrity of the Man 
all this whale ?

lief of : and lately we were told by him that 
the ReſurreFion of Chriſt is no more to be 
believ'd co make a mana Chriſtian, than any 
Ordinary Truth or Propoſition recorded in 
the New Teſtament. 


Yet after all this, he palpably contradicts 


what he hath ſaid, and in plain terms tells us 
that Ghrift's Reſurre#ton and hts betng the Meſ. 
fras are the very ſame, and one is put to ex- 
preſs the ther. Before he held them to be di- 
ſtic&, and ſo diſtin, that where he found 
the one he could nor find the other, as in ſe- 
veral places of the New Teſtament that he 
conſulted. The Refurreion of our Lord 
was not taken notice of by him as appercain- 
ing to the Meſiaſhip. When St. Peter in the 
main part of his Sermon preached concerning 
Chriſt's Refurre&ion, our Expoſitor told us 
that it was'made uſe of only as an Argument to 
perſwade them of this Fundamental Truth, 


that Jeſus 1s the Meſſas, p. 269. and yet now 


all of a ſudden this Propoſition is equivalent, 
nay is the ſame with Jeſus roſe from the dead. 
There is no account in the world can be given 
of this, but that he will be Gying ſomething, 
though it be to his own apparent Confutarion. 
See here the Influence of Company ! Ic is a 
Common Topick, but the Reality of it could 


never 
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never be more evinced than in this Inſtance; 
Here we fee how it tintures mens Manners, 
and transforms them into the ſhapes of thoſe 
they affociare with. Here is one that hath 
ſpent his days among Talking and Goffiping 
people, and they have made him ſuch a one 
as themſelves : He hath learne of them the 
knack of Perpetual Jabbering, and his Tongue 
will wag when the Sexton is covering him 
with Moulds. But if this were all, we might 
paſs it off with a little mirth : Bur alas it is 
diſmal and horrid to conſider what a Profli- 
gate Writer ſhews his Head in the World, 
who is neither aſhamed to contradi& himſelf 
nor the Holy Writings of the Apoſtles : And 
fo he brings a contempt on the things of God 
and Religion, and vacates the Authority of 
Scripture, only to gratify ſome of his Frater- 
nity, who with himſelf have a deſign to ſmo- 
ther the Chief Articles of our Religion, and 
ro ſtifle the Chriſtian Faith. 

P. 344, 345, &c. he is mightily Concern'd

And this Paper 
was read by the Jeſuire-Preacher in Limefrecr, 
and zealouſly urged by him in his Pulpir. 
Whence it is evident that Pop: Prieſts, when 
they ſee it makes for their Intereſt, cry up the 
Socenian Principles and Doctrines. A fefurte 
can appear in all ſhapes and figures, as wel] 
as a Vendicator, and that 1s the reaſon that 
our Vinaicator mention'd not this when he was 
eaumerating the Properties of a 7eſuzte, for he 
knew well enough that he could aſſume the 
ry of a Luaker, or a Sccinian, or any other 

3 and therefore a Soc:ntan and a Faftor for 
Rome are not inconſiſtent.
